KYPRIANOU SAID HE UNDERSTOOD WAY IN WHICH WE ANALYZED QUESTION, 
BUT UNFORTUNATELY CYPRIOT LAW RE DRIVERS* LICENSES AND, AUTOMOBILE 
REGISTRATIONS WAS SPECIFIC AND THERE SEEMED LITTLE LATITUDE 
IN IT. IT WAS ALSO GOC BELIEF THAT THERE WAS DIFFERENCE

KYPRIANOU ADDED THAT GOC WAS MOTIVATED BY FRIENDLIEST OF MOTIVES 
TOWARD US. IT SEEMED TO HIM PESENCE OF RADIO STATIONS IN 
CYPRUS WAS OF BENEFIT TO US. HE IMPLIED THAT ON THIS BASIS THERE 
•OUGHT TO BE SOME RECIPROCAL ADVANTAGE FOR CYPRUS FROM 
STATIONS AND THEIR PERSONNEL, 

I REPLIED, THAT OPERATION OF STATIONS IN CYPRUS, I T .SEEMED TO 
ME, WAS ALREADY BENEFICIAL TO BOTH OF US, STATIONS MADE IT 
POSSIBLE FOR US TO HANDLE DIPLOMATIC TRAFFIC OF DEPT OF STATE 
FOR MIDDLE EAST AND, AT SAME TIME, EXPENDITURES BY STATIONS 
WERE DEFINITE CONTRIBUTION TO CYPRIOT ECONOMY. I POINTED OUT 
THAT WE WERE NOW SPENDING CLOSE TO POUNDS 1 MILLION 
STERLING ANNUALLY. MANY AMERICANS BELIEVED LATTER CONTRIBUTION 
SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT JUSTIFICATION IN ITSELF WITHOUT ANY ' 

OTHER TYPE OF PAYMENT. 

I ALSO ASKED IF GOC HAD AS 1 YET WORKED OUT RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES OF ALL FOREIGN REPRESENTATIVES HERE 
AND WHEN THEY WOULD .BE PUBLISHED. KYPRIANOU REPLIED THAT 
THEY HAD REACHED SOME TENTATIVE CONCLUSIONS, BUT HAD NOT 
PROCEEDED FURTHER- PENDING CONCLUSION OF TALKS WITH US IN 
BELIEF THEY COULD SERVE AS PRECEDENT. KYPRIANOU ADDED IT; 
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SEEMED TO HIM INCREASINGLY CLEAR THAT B I LATERAL AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN US WOULD BE REQUIRED. SUCH AGREEMENT COULD INCORPORATE 
SUBSTANCE OF VIENNA CONVENT ION, ■ ALTHOUGH GOC PREFERRED THAT 
OTHER PHRASEOLOGY BE USED BECAUSE IT MIGHT WISH TO EXTENP 
SOME PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES TO US WHICH IT MIGHT NOT WANT 
TO EXTENP TO OTHER FOREIGN REPRESENTATIVES* 

KYPRIANOU AND I ARRANGED TO MEET AGAIN NEXT THURSDAY, 
IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO MY DEPARTURE FOR US* KYPRIANOU HOPED 
TO HAVE REPLY RE TEMPORARY ARRANGEMENT AT THAT TIME*
